The War Depariment promulgsete: to-day 
that volanteers serving m three years organ- 
izations, and having less than sixt’ to 
¢erve, may at once re-enlist for ome two or 
three years, and receive the bounty p:uvided 
by the rceent act of Congress. The new term 
will commence with the date of re-enlist 
ment. No’furloughbe are promised at the time 
of re-enlistment. It is glso announced that 
the same provisions ae to re enlistment will 
apply to the 100 day torees, with the farther | 
provision that where seyen hundred men of 
thie foree re-enlist from one regiment, they 
wey retain their present officers and organi 
zations: but where a less mumber recruit, 
they will be organized into full companies 
and offtcered by such of their officers as are 
selected by the commancer of thoarmy or 
department.
